He was quoted 
last night as saying he ex pected 
to communicate with prohibi­ 
tion agent Long at South Bend 
relative to federal action. 
Ogden’s 
statem ent 
brought 
widespread speculation yester­ 
day .in the statehouse and else­ 
where as to the city to which he 
referred. 
Two 
Indianapolis 
newspapers 
have 
published 
stories in which, they say they 
have learned that Ogden refer­ 
red to Lafayette. Ogden refused 
to say definitely what city he 
meant. 
The Indianapolis Star said to­ 
day that it was learned that 
Attorney General James M. Og­ 
den referred to the city of La­ 
fayette in an address before the 
Indiana State Bar Association 
at Bloomington when he as­ 
serted that “one city in Indiana 
is reek ing with revolting crime.” 
The Star says that ‘although 
the attorney general refused tc 
admit point blank that he re­ 
ferred 
to 
Lafayette, 
it 
was 
learned by The Star that this 
was the city in question.” 
“If the shoe fits, the people 
of Lafayette k now it,” Ogden is 
quoted as saying in The Star’s 
signed story from Bloomington 
where the meeting is -n prog­ 
ress. The attorney general am ­ 
plified comments of his speech 
before the association in which 
he told of specific relationships 
between public officials and law 
violators. 
The Star says that aside from 
the information given by the 
attorney general it was learned 
that the people in the rack et at 
Lafayette are regarded as dan­ 
gerous by the state investigat­ 
ors.

In a rather small building in W ashington, sit­ 
uated within a hundred yards of the 
United 
States Chamber of Commerce and three or four 
hundred yards of the White House grounds, 
some interesting work is going on. 
This build­ 
ing is in the first place the home of the insti­ 
tutes started by Robert Brookings, who came to 
W ashington for war work and v aluable research 
work in gov ernment economics and study of 
gov ernment functions. 
In that same 
building are the 
W ashington 
headquarters 
of 
the 
American 
Engineering 
Council, the American Educational Council and 
the proposed Institute of Research on Benefac­ 
tions — all im portant undertakings. 
The en­ 
gineers hav e recently had some im portant ses­ 
sions with Mr. Hoov er, himself an engineer, and 
they are planning to make some inv estigations, 
as engineers, and some reports that may be help­ 
ful to the gov ernment. 
Committees hav e been appointed, and some 
are at work, on such problems as flood conti ol, 
safety of dams, water resources, 
communica­ 
tions, and gov ernment reorganization. The en­ 
gineers ev en believ e that they make a worth 
while contribution to the farm problem Ulti­ 
mately, but it will be some years before they state 
the findings on this subject. All these pi^blems 
are to be studied as an engineer builds a rail­ 
road oi| remov es a hill — with the known tools 
tha t measure distance, quantities, weights, as it 
were. 
Political or business theories are not in the 
count. Just w hat are the facts will be the aim.

Undoubtedly great results will come from

We are frequently told tha t the future of 
American prosperity is based upon our export of 
m anufactured articles. 
Nev ertheless, the pro­ 
portion of our domestic production 
to our ex­ 
port trade in this field was the same approxi­ 
mately in 1929 as in 1899, or as 9 to 1. It is ev i­ 
dent tha t our prosperity has not been depend­ 
ent upon the increase of our export m anufac­ 
tured articles, but the m aintenance of our do­ 
mestic production and consumption. Among our 
most prosperous years were 1923, 1924, and 1925, 
when our export sales of m anufactured articles 
ranged from only 6 to 8 per cent of our total 
production. 


The total production of automobiles in the 
United States for the first fiv e m onths of 1930 
was 1,883,616, as compared with 1,804,725 in the 
first fiv e m onths of 1928. It is possible that pro­ 
duction of automobiles will be greater during the 
last few m onths of 1930 than it was in 1929, 
since motor production in tha t period fell below 
that of 1928, and the belief is general tha t the 
demand in 1931 will considerably exceed that of 
this year. There are signs of industrial improv e­ 
m ent which can be seen by those who care to 
look for them.

WHEAT REDUCTION 


By FRANK I. WELLER 
(Associated Press Farm Editor) 


W ashington (AP(—'The 
w heat 
farm er who reduces his 1931 ac­ 
reage is going to believ e its’ his 
own idea. 
Largely, it will be his own idea. 
For when the campaign is ov er 
the farm er will hav e before him 
a cross-section of ev ery economic 
reason for 
bringing 
American 
production down to a domestic 
basis and a startling realization 
that neither the farm board nor 
the departm ent 
of 
agriculture 
has told him to chop off a single 
acre. 
The psychology of the 
cam ­ 
paign became apparent when the 
departm ent released the world 
w heat outlook for 1931 a m onth 
earlier than usual. 
Showing increased world pro­ 
duction and decreased demand, 
it thundered the warning tha t 
only a domestic m arket held any 
immediate hope 
for American 
wheat. 
Before the echo waned in the 
ears of the winter wheat farm ­ 
er, now pointing his jplow for the 
1931 crop, Secretary Hyde and 
Chairm an Legge were in 
the 
heart of the winter wheat belt— 
playing their aces a t 
meetings 
called by state agricultural col­ 
leges. At those meetings were all 
the county agents, who brought 
with them the ••key" men of each 
neighborhood. 
Again the subtle 
strategy of 
the campaign appeared. The key 
men were farm ers already con­ 
v inced of necessity of acreage 
reduction and who were counted 
upon to take back to their neigh­ 
bors the argum ents presented at 
the state meetings. 
Wherev er the secretary, 
and 
the chairm an spoke no mention 
was made of specific reduction. 
They had their aides—Nils Ol­ 
sen, chief of the bureau of agri­ 
cultural economics; O. C. Stine, 
in charge of the div ision of sta­ 
tistical research, and C. W. W ar- 
burton. director of 
extension— 
place the facts of the w heat out­ 
look before the meetings 
and 
contented themselv es with call­ 
ing upon the farm ers to 
plan 
• intelligent production.” 
Hyde 
placed 
responsibility 
squarely on the farm ers’ should­ 
ers by saying that 
the depart­ 
m ent and the board 
had pre­ 
pared the basic facts of 
world 
supply and demand and tha t it 
was up to the farm er to determ ­ 
ine w hether he would 
produce 
• another back-breaking surplus.” 
The change in tactics is de­ 
pended upon to elim inate some 
of the sectional opposition to ac­ 
reage reduction, now most pro­ 
nounced in Kansas.

The front yard belong more or 
less to the public, but the back 
yard may be dev eloped into a 
priv ate outdoor liv ing room for 
the enjoym ent of the family and 
their guests.

well as blooms for cutting. Flow­ 
er borders should be planted in 
front of the background plan t­ 
ings at the sides of the room. 
This giv es a pleasing setting for 
the colorful blooms, and a t the 
same 
time 
leav es the 
center 
area open and unobstructed. 
As the space av ailable for an 
out-door liv ing room is most oft­ 
en square or rectangular, thè 
simplest plans for the outdoor 
room are often laid along geo­ 
m etrical lines. In fact, v ery lim ­ 
ited 
areas, 
where 
practically 
ev ery part can be seen a t a 
glance, can often be dev eloped 
more pleasingly in some formal, 
straight-line m anner. 
The outdoor liv ing room illus­ 
trated 
here 
shows 
a 
formal 
treatm ent of plan and planting. 
Instead of irregularity in plan 
and planting here is definite reg­ 
ularity 
and 
sym m etrical 
bal­ 
ance. The open space in the 
center is practically rectangular 
in shape. A stepping stone walk 
around the edge of this open 
space accents the pattern or de­ 
sign and leads one to the gar­ 
den seat which is placed in the 
exact center a t the far end of 
the law space.

W ashington (A3*—It costs the 
gorcer on the av erage nine cents 
to deliv er an order to a customer, 
says the departm ent

merce. 


Few foodstuffs are deliv ered to 
the consumer as quickly and 
cleanly and with as little lost 
motion as milk, and in bringing 
about this condition the Bureau 
of Dairy Industry, U. S. D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture, co-operat­ 
ing w ith State and city and other 
officials and with the dairy in ­ 
dustry and the public, has played 
an im portant part, said O. E. 
Reed, chief of the Federal B ur­ 
eau, in an address July 7 a t Sac­ 
ram ento, Calif., a t the California 
State Milk-Control Conference. 
The Federal bureau, he said, is 
working constantly to raise still 
higher the general lev el of qual­ 
ity of the public milk and cream 
supply. 
“The 
consumption 
of 
dairy 
products in the United States 
can be greatly increased,” he 
said, “ihe per-capita consump­ 
tion of milk in this country is 
much lower than it is in sev eral 
other of the civ ilized nations. 
Our bureau is serv ing both the 
economic interests of the dairy 
industry, and the nutritional in ­ 
terests of consumers. 
t 
“Our bureau is inv estigating 
dairy sanitation, and is dev ising 
and helping to introduce better 
methods of producing and han d ­ 
ling fluid milk and cream ,” he 
said. “Our quality-im prov em ent 
work relates to the 
sanitary 
treatm ent of utensils and the 
care of milk equipm ent; to the 
cooling of milk and cream to 
prev ent the growth of bacteria; 
to the care of milk and cream in 
tran sit to the consumer; to effi­ 
ciency in pasteurization; and to 
sanitation in city milk plants. 
Also, when asked to do so, we as­ 
sist State and local authorities in 
form ulating legislation and or- 
dinanes 
for 
safeguarding 
the 
milk and ream supply. As a re­ 
sult of this work the bureau is 
able to adv ise dairym en, milk 
dealers 
and 
distributors, 
and 
m ilk-control officials, as to m eth 
ods to use which will help to 
giv e stability to the producer’s 
m arket and 
trade 
conditions, 
and which will prov ide the con­ 
sumer 
w ith 
wholesome 
pro­ 
ducts.” 
He said tha t California’s dairy 
industry is progressiv e, particu­ 
larly in regard to the sanitation 
and general quality of the public 
milk supplies, the im prov em ent 
of its dairy cattle, and the m ar­ 
keting of its dairy products. 
Mr. Reed emphasized tha t herd 
im prov em ent by association of 
dairym en is highly im portant to 
the dairy industry. “Sound eco­ 
nomics dem ands tha t the indus­ 
try m aintain only cows which 
produce efficiently and economi­ 
cally. 
The consumer has the 
right to except tha t the industry 
will increase its productiv e effi­ 
ciency,” he said. 
“These 
dairy

tem pt to reject the treaty or to 
postpone its consideration until 
fall. 
It was Senator Johnson (Re- 
oub lican, California), leader of 
the treaty opposition, who as­ 
sailed the presidential message 
and called upon the Senate to 
take action against the “lash­ 
ing.” He did, not mention what 
action and it was understood he 
meant rejection of the treaty. 
Mr. Hoover invited memb ers 
6f the Senate to scrutinize for 
themselves the London docu­ 
ments under pledge of secrecy 
b ut he said their pub lication or 
use in deb ate v/ould amount to 
a “b reach of trust” b y himself 
with other nations. 
He reiterated “with the u t­ 
most emphasis” that in the Lon- ; 
don negotiations “there were no 
secret or concealed understand­ 
ings, promises or interpretations, 
nor any commitments whatever 
except as appear in the treaty 
itself.”

We are frequently told that the future of 


American prosperity is based upon our export of 
manufactured articles. 
Nevertheless, the pro- 


portion of our .domestic production to our ex- 
port trade in this field was the- same approxir 
mately in 1929 as in 1899, or as 9 to 1. It is evi- 
dent that our prosperity has not been depend- 
ent upon the increase of our export manufac- 
tured articles, but the maintenance of our do- 
mestic production and consumption. Among our 
most prosperous years were 1923, 1924, and 1925, 
when our export sales of manufactured articles 
ranged from only 6 to 8 per cent of our total 
production. 


The total production of automobiles in the 


United States for the first five months of 1930 
was 1,883,616, as compared with 1,804,725 in the 
first five months of 1928. It is possible that pro- 
duction of automobiles will be greater during the 
last few months of 1930 than it was in 1929, 
since motor production in that period fell below 
that of 1928, and the belief is general, that the 
demand in 1931 will considerably exceed that of 
this year. There are signs of industrial improve- 
ment which can be seen by those who care to 
look for them.

WHEAT REDUCTION 


By FRANK I. WELLER 


(Associated Press Farm Editor) 


Washington (&1—The 
wheat 


farmer who reduces his 1931 ac- 
reage is going to believe its' his 
own idea. 


Largely, it will be his own idea. 


For when the campaign is over 
the farmer will have before him 
a cross-section of every economic 
reason for bringing American 
production down to a domestic 
basis and a startling .realization 
that neither the farm board nor 
the department of agriculture 
has told him to chop off a single 
acre. 


The psychology of the 
cam- 


paign became apparent when the 
department released the world 
wheat outlook for 1931 a month 
earlier than usual. 


Showing increased world pro- 


duction and decreased demand, 
it thundered the warning that 
only a domestic market held any 
immediate hope for American 
wheat. 


Before the echo waned in the 


ears of the winter wheat farm- 
er, now pointing his plow for the 
1931 
crop, Secretary Hyde and 


Chairman Legge were in 
the 


heart of the winter wheat belt— 
playing their aces at meetings 
called by state agricultural col- 
leges. At those meetings were all 
the county agents, who brought 
with them the "key" men of each 
neighborhood. 


Again the subtle strategy of 


the campaign appeared. The key 
men were farmers already con- 
vinced of necessity -of acreage 
reduction and who were counted 
upon to take back to their neigh- 
bors 'the arguments presented at 
the state meetings. 


Wherever the secretary, and 


the chairman spoke no mention 
was made of specific reduction. 
They had their aides—Nils Ol- 
sen, chief of the bureau of agri- 
cultural economics; O. C. Stine, 
in charge of the division of sta- 
tistical research, and C. W. War- 
burton, director of extension— 
place the facts of the wheat out- 
look before the meetings 
and 


contented themselves with call- 
ing upon the farmers to plan 
"intelligent production." 


Hyde 
placed 
responsibility 


squarely on the farmers' should- 
ers by saying that the depart- 
ment and the board had pre- 
pared the basic facts of world 
supply .and demand and that it 
was up to the farmer to determ- 
ine whether he would produce 
-another back-breaking surplus," 


The change in tactics is de--

Reed, chief of the Federal Bur- 
eau, in an address July 7 at Sac- 
ramento, Calif., at the California 
.State Milk-Control Conference. 
The Federal bureau, he said, is 
working constantly to raise still 
higher the general level of qual- 
ity of the public milk and cream 
supply. 


The consumption of dairy 


products in the United States 
can be greatly Increased," he 
said. "The per-capita consump- 
tion of milk in this country is 
much lower than it is hi several 
other of the civilized nations. 
Our bureau is serving both the 
economic interests of the dairy 
industry, and the nutritional in- 
terests of consumers. 
1 


Our bureau is investigating 


dairy sanitation, and is devising 
and helping to introduce better 
methods of producing and hand- 
ling fluid milk and cream," he 
said. "Our quality-improvement 
work relates to .the sanitary 
treatment of utensils and the 
care of milk equipment; to the 
cooling of milk and cream to 
prevent the growth of bacteria; 
to the care of milk and cream In 
transit to the consumer; to effi- 
ciency in pasteurization; and to 
sanitation in city milk plants. 
Also, when asked to do so, we as- 
sist State and local authorities in 
formulating legislation and or- 
dinanes for safeguarding the 
milk and ream supply. As a re- 
sult of this work the bureau is 
able to advise dairymen, milk 
dealers and distributors, 
and 


milk-control officials, as to meth 
ods to use which will help to 
give stability to the producer's 
market and trade conditions 
and which will provide the con- 
sumer with wholesome pro- 
ducts." 


He said that California's dairy 


industry is progressive, particu- 
larly in regard to the sanitation 
and general quality of the public 
milk supplies, the improvement 
of its dairy cattle, and the mar- 
keting of its dairy products. 


Mr. Reed emphasized that herd 


improvement by association of 
dairymen is .highly impbrtank to 
the dairy industry.' "SouncLeco- 
homics demands that- the indus- 
try maintain only cows which 
produce efficiently and economi- 
cally. The consumer has the 
right to except that the industry 
will increase its productive effi- 
ciency," he said. 
. ' 


"These dairy 
herd-improve- 


ment associations enable the 
dairyman to know exactly what 
each cow in his herd is produc- 
ing, and what that production is 
costing him over food cost. They 
enable him to get rid of his low 
producers, to feed the rest ac- 
cording to theu: capacity for eco- 
nomical production, and to breed 
to further increase the average 
of production. The associations 
have a two-fold purpose — the 
improvement of cows, and the 
proving of bulls.

sailed the presidential message 
and called upon the Senate to 
take action against the "lash- 
ing." He did. not mention what 
action and it was understood he 
meant rejection of the treaty. 


Mr. Hoover invited members 


df the Senate to scrutinize for 
themselves the London docu- 
ments under pledge of secrecy 
but he said their publication or 
use in debate would amount to 
a "breach of trust" by himself 
with other nations. 


He reiterated "with the ut 


most emphasis" that in the Lon 
don negotiations "there were no 
secret or concealed understand- 
ings, promises or interpretations 
nor any commitments whatever 
except as appear in the treaty 
itself." 
The Norris resolution, which 


was offered immediately after 
the presidential 
message was 


read to the Senate, called atten- 
tion to the failure of the Sen- 
ate to get all the London data 
and concluded: 
"Therefore, be it resolved by 


the Senate that in ratifying..the 
said treaty the Senate does so 
with the distinct and explicit 
understanding that there are no 
secret files, documents; letters, 
understandings; or agreements 
which in any way, directly .or 
indirectly, modify, change, add 
to or take from any of the stip- 
ulations, agreements or state- 
ments in said treaty: and that 
the Senate ratifies said treatv 
with the distinct and explicit 
understanding that there is no 
agreement, secret or otherwise, 
expressed or implied, between 
any of the parties to said treaty 
as to any construction that shall 
hereafter be given to any state- 
ment or provision contained 
therein."
